Herman Effen Fires Point Blank 
at Herman Marx, 


But the Bullet Misses the Mark and Kills 
Effen’s Wife—A Terrible Scene While 
the Woman’s Dying Statement was Be- 
ing Taken—The Wife’s Tale—A Sensa.- 
tional Story. 


At 2:30this afternoon Herman Fffen, living 
at No. 506 South Seventh street, shot his 
wife, and the wound, which is in the 
abdomen was pronounced fatal by a physician 
who was cailedin to attend her. Effen was 
arrested shortly after the shooting. 


Effen’s attack on his wife is said to 
have been prompted by jealousy enter- 
tained by him towards a man 
named Herman Marx. Marx was. living 
as a boarder with the Effen 
family and the husband became 


Suspicion of his wife. This suspicion culimin- 
ated in the shooting this afternoon which, it 
is thought, will no doubt lead to his wife’s 
death. 

Effen’s wife was named Magdalena and was 


aged 39 years. Effen’s age is 40. There 
are three children, the eldest of whom 
is but 10 years old. Deputy Cor- 
oner Hennessy at 8 o’clock left the 


Four Courts with Effenin charge to take the 
ante-mortem statement ofthe murdered wo- 
man, who was sinking rapidly at that housy’ 
AN AWFUL SCENE. . 

When DeputygCoroner Hennessy arrived at 
the house, the scene which occurred there 
beggared description. Schoolhad just been 
dismissed, and the two older boys of the 
dying woman, aged respectively 8 and 10 
years, had just come in from school. They had 
with difficulty pushed their way through the 
immense crowd which surrounded the house, 
and had rushed upstairs to where the mother 
lay dying On “the” “bed, In the 
second story front room. Near by was 
the father guarded by the officers, his eyes 
averted from his wife and fixed upon Marx 
who was helping to attend to the wants of 
Mrs. Effen. The older boy dropped 
his books just inside the door, ut- 
tered a plaintive cry, turned to run towards 
the bed, and then changed his mind and ran 
towards his father. The younger child fol- 
lowed. The scene hadaterrible effect upon 
all, especially upon the father. Pushing his 


children aside, he turned towards Marx 
and fairly screamed: ‘‘You G—d d—d——,. ] 
never meant to shoot her. I meant 
to kill you, and I'll do it yet.’’ The 
man was livid with passion and 
was with difficulty restrained, and after a 
while quiet was restored, fhe children 
were removed and the woman’s ante- 
mortem statement was taken as follows. 


It will be seen from it thatthe first statement 
given to the police was wrong, and that instead 
of firing at his wife, Effen attempted to shoot 
Marx and but his wife, instead. 

THE WOMAN’S STORY. 
Deputy Hennessy told Mrs. Effen she would 


die and asked her to make a dying statement. 
She said: ‘‘My husband,when he camein afew 
minutes ago, didn’t say a word. I thoughthe 
looked a little crazy. 
of the money I had promised him. 
the rent was due in a day or two and it must 
be provided for. 
Herman Marx, 
me and him and said to him ‘You —— —— ——,’ 
and drew his revolver and tried to shoot Marx, 
put Marx jumped aside and the shot hit me; 
he was then standing in the kitchen door.’’

DR. FITZPORTER. 


He Goes to Trial To-Day With a Big Array of 
Counsel. 


Dr. John L. Fitzporter went to trial to-day 
inthe Criminal Court, with an able array of 
coudsel, inthe case of manslaughter in the 
second deyree. Ex-Judge Wm. C. Jones, 


ex-Gov. Chas. P, Johnson, James 
Mr. Loring and Thomas Morris are ail engaged 
in defending him. The entire morning was 
taken up in selecting a jury, and the hearing 
of testimony did not commence until 
nearly 3 p. m. Qonsiderable difficulty 
was experienced in securing a jury, 
because of the prejudice existing 
against the defendant. A large number 
of men examined as jurors stated thatthey 
could not give him a fair and impartial trial 
because they had read so much about him 
that they had strongly (fixed opinions 
concerning him. One juror, when asked if he 
had read anything in the papers about this 
case, replied: ‘‘No;I missed this one.’’ 

In this charge Fitzporter is accused of per- 
forming acriminal operation on one Delia 
Meyers, on or about December 1, 1886, and in 
such operation killingthe child, hence the in- 
dictment for manslaughter. 


A UNITED STATES SOLDIER 


Caught Robbing a Man in the Center of the

Queer Things in China. 


From the London Daily News. 

A decree has been published inthe Pe- 
kin Gazette which gives definite shape to 
the negotiations of China with the Pope. 
The Cathedral schools, dwelling-houses, 
hospital, museum, printing-office, and 
library, so well known fora hundred and 
fifty years as the Peitang, are to be re- 
moved to another site a quarter of a mile 
distant. The Bishop is highly praised and 
rewarded with second rank decorations, 
as is also Mr. Commissioner Deitring of 
the Customs, Tientsin. Abbe Favier,who 
went to Rome and Paris from Pekin to 
conduct the (negotiations, is honored with 
the third rank decorations and £500. The 
accord of France with China seems to be 
perfect. 

The new cathedral and other buildings 

will be erected at the expense of the 
Chinese Government, following in this 
respect the example set by the great 
Emperor Kanghi in the latter part of the 
seventeenth century. The Empress 
wishes to have the cathedral which over- 
looks a park where she will reside occa- 
sionally, in the western precincts of the 
palace. What she will do with the cathe- 
dral is a secret, and perhaps not yet de- 
cided. It is to be hoped she will not make 
it a Buddhist temple. The new cathedral 
tower is to be limited to fifty feet in 
height, and to be, therefore, about thirty- 
five feet lower than the present one. 
Also, the tower in which the church bells 
are hung is to be not higher than the roof 
of the cathedral. 
The reasons for these restrictions in the 
height of the Roman Catholic Church 
buildings are purely superstitious. Ev- 
ery one is pleased because all have now 
what they wanted. The Chinese Govern- 
ment has got the height of the tower low- 
ered. The French have retained in a 
definite form the protectorate of the 
Catholic missions in China. The Roman 
Catholic Bishop and elergy, if they lose 
the cherished historical home where their 
predecessors struggled for so long with 
the heathenism of Pekin and the hostility 
of a Confucian court, have now won the 
favor of majesty and honors, which ele- 
vate them great Pi in the eyes of the court 
and the people of the metropolis.

A Great Earthquake Traverses South- 
* erm Europe. 


The City of Nice Badly Shaken and 
Three Persons Killed. 


Eleven Liyes Lost at Savona and Many 
Buildings Demolished. 


American and English Tourists at Nice 
Panic-Stricken by Two Violent Shocks 
While Returning from the Carnival Ball 
—Prince of Wales Safe at Cannes—The 
Shock Felt at Milan, Monte Carlo, Mo. 


naco, Toulon, Avignon, Marseilles, Ge- 


nea,and Many Other Citles—Many Cas- 
ualiies Reported—People in the Stricken 
Cities in the Streets Praying on Their 
Knees—Full Extent of the Casualties and 
Damage Not Yet Known—A Description 
of the City of Nice, 


ROME, February 23.—Two shocks of earth- 
quake were felt at Nice at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Houses were rockéd, walls cracked and 
in some cases frail tenements were thrown to 
the ground. The people rushed from their 
houses and fell upon their knees in the streets 
praying for deliverance from sudden death. 

VISITORS LEAVING. 

Visitors to the city have become thoroughly 
frightened and are leaving the place. Many 
persons were injured by falling debris. Much 
alarm is felt lest there bea recurrence of the 
shocks. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES AT CANNES. 

The Prince of Wales, who was in Nice a few 
davs ago, witnessing the festivities which pre- 
cede Lenten season, had taken his departure 
and is safe at Cannes. 

AS FAR AS GENOA. 

Shocks were also felt at Monte Carlo and 
Monaco, at which places they were so severe 
that rocks were detached from the cliffs and 
precipitated into the sea. The disturoances 
extended as far as Genva. 


IN FRANCE AND SWITZERLAND. 

LONDON, February 23.—Further dispatches 
concerning the earthquakes in the south of 
Europe, this morning, state that two violent 
shocks were felt at Toulon at6o’elock. The 
first shock was of fifteen seconds’ duration 
and the second of twelve seconds. The 
movement was from west to 
At Cannes three shocks were 
at the same hour. The first shock 
which was very violent, lasted for a minute. 
The second and third shocks were not as heavy 
asthe first. Many persons at this place rushed 
tothe seashore for safety. Nobody was in- 
jured. “At Avignon three shocks were expe- 
rienced between 6 and 8 o’clock. The first 
shock was very severe and awakened every- 
body in the place. Several shocks were felt at 
Genoa ut 6 o’ clock, 

MANY CASUALTIES. 

2:30 p. m.—A dispatch from Nice, dated noon 
to-day, says that many casualties were 
caused by the earthquake there this morn- 
ing. The people are panic-stricken and the 
entire population is in the streets. The 
railway station is besieged with visitors, who 
are anxious to leave at the first chance that 
offers.

But Toulon, 
which is ninety-eight miles from Nice, has suf- 
fered some damage. Toulon, though, 
is on the Mediterranean and _—_ thirty 
miles from Marseilles, where the quake 
was also felt. Cannes is nearly as crowded as 
Nice, but people are crowding out of the place 
as rapidly as possible. Its hotels have been 
uncomfortably full for weeks. Wm. W. Astor 
and his wife were at Cannes yesterday with 
their party. which includes Prescott Law- 
rence, Mr. and Mrs. Delano and Mrs. Tucker. 


Savona. 


Savona, where eleven persons are said to 
have been killed by the earthquake, is a city 
of 16,000 inhabitants in the province of Genoa, 
Italy.

The Distinguished and Aged Historian at 
the Point of Death.

ELEVEN PERSONS KILLED. 

At the time ofthe earthquake this morning 
the Riviera was crowded with English and 
American tourists and persons of distinction. 
When the first shock occurred thé streets of 
Nice were fairly thronged with persons in ball- 
room costumes returning to their homes from 
the last carnival ball of the season. To them 
the earthquake came with a peculiar terror. 
Tne shocks were felt with great severity at 
Savona, near Genoa, and anumber of houses 
were wrecked and eleven persons killed at 
that place. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES SAFE. P 

The Prince of Wales being at Cannes, the 
Queen became exceedingly anxious concern- 
ing him when she learned of the earthquake. 
Her Majesty at once telegraphed him. ‘The 
Prince immediately telegraphed a reassuring 
reply saying that he was well and uninjured. 
The Government, in consideration of the pop- 
ular concern about the safety of the Prince, 
has requested him by telegraph to return to 
England as soon as he can conveniently ‘‘to 
allay anxiety.’’

The Earthquake-Stricken City Crowded 
with English and American Tourists. 


Paris, February;23.—The dispatches received 
from Nice state that the wildest confusion pre- 
vailed this morning when the earthquake 
shock was felt. Nice ordinarily is credited 
with but 60,000 people, though its fifty or more 
hotels are capable of accommodating 10,000 
more if pushed to it. Itis probable that there 
are now fully 80,000 people in that beautiful city 
The season there has been very gay and the 
promenades have been crowded day andé 
night.

PEACE OR WAR? 


The Probable Effect of the 
German Elections. 


A Good Working Majority Secured "by 
the Government, 


The Attitude of Alsace and Lorraine Caus- 
ing Much Surprise—Gen. Boulanger’s 
Opinion—RBeturns Showing Gains by the 
Government Parties—The Reichstag Sum- 
moned to Meet March 3—Duval, the 
Anarchist—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 23.—A fact at once recog- 
nized in regard to the German elections is the 
triumph of the Trinity, the Emperor, Chancel- 
lor and soldier. The interest in England at- 
taches itself only to two aspects of these 
elections. 

The first is the enormous increase of the 
Socialist vote in Berlin. In 1871 the vote 
polled was 2,058, not a much greater number 
than the Socialists of London at thie minute. 
Now it is 94,000, or more than one-quarter of 
the total vote. At the same time, however, 
the Socialists have lost several seats, some of 
which they will probably regain on the second 
ballot. 

The second aspect, and one of more imme- 
diate interest, is the attitude of Alace and 
Lorraine. Prince Hohenlohe warned the 
electors there that the return of the so-called 
Protesting deputies would materially increase 
the danger of war. Bismarck distinctly threat- 
ened them with bs]

if these were elected. Estimable citizens have 
been thrown into prison, newspapers sup- 
pressed, meetings dispersed, and a state of 
almost terrorism established. Yet, notwith- 
standing allthis, the two provinces have re- 
turned a solid phalanx of anti-annexationist 
deputies, This, of course, has produced an 
immense sensationin France. The National 
says: ‘‘The 2ist of February isadav which 
will remain eternally engraved on the heart of 
France.’’ 

The Liberte regards the Alsatian vote as ‘‘a 
proud reply tothe comminatory mancuvres 
of the Emperor’s iieutenant.’’ 

The Revanche says: ‘‘These two provinces 
are still the advanced forts of France.’’ 

Gen. Boulanger was naturally looked to for 
sone striking expression of opinion, Hesaid: 
‘*When the ballot boxes speak as they did yes- 
terday, after fifteen years of occupation, 
one may weliask whether Alsace would not 
burst a war on France.’’ 

Onthe question whetherthe resultof the 
election as a whole, is for peace, English 
opinion seems divided. The Standard’s 
Vienna correspondent reiterates his assertion 
that Germany will demand from France, some 
guarantee of neutrality in case of an outbreak 
inthe East, or some explanation of her in- 
creased armaments near the frontier.

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A MAJORITY FOR THE SEPTENNATE, 


Opinion of the English Press on the Eleo- 
tion in Germany. 


Lonpon, February 23.—This morning’s Stand- 
ard has a special from Berlin saying that the 
majority for the Septennate is absolutely as- 
sured, the opposition having lost, upto the 
present, about thirty-eight votes and that 
Herr Richter’s party, the new German Lib- 
erals, is almost annihilated. Editorially the 
Standard says; ‘‘It is too soon to express a 
definite opinion, but it is safe to say that the 
Government is secure so far as the Septennate 
is concerned, that the Socialists have made 
great gains and there will still be a wide differ- 
ence between Prince Bismarck and the Reich- 
stag which will be very irritating to the 
former.’’ 

This, the Standard thinks, may finally lead 
to serious results. 

‘*Ig there no danger,’’ the Standard goes on 
to say, ‘‘that the sentiment of irritation may 
help, ata given moment, to urge the country 
into violent decisions outside the sphere of 
domestic politics? It would indeed be a 
melancholy termination to a great career 
were I’rince Bismarck to be forced to head 
the internal feuds of his countrymen by 
inflaming them against a foreign foe.’’ 

SUCCESS OF THE FRENCH CANDIDATES. 

The Daily News thinks that the remarkable 
feature of the election i@the unexpected suo- 
cess of the Alsatianor French candidates. 
‘*In the annexed provinces, our Paris corre- 
spondent reminds us,’’ says the News, ‘‘that 
among the remarkable incidents of the Ger- 
man elections must be reckoned the unex- 
pected success of the Alsatians or French can- 
didates in the annexed provinces. Their re- 
turn to the number of fifteen would in any 
case have’been significant, but the menacing 
speech recently delivered by Prince Hohen- 
lohe, the strong measures taken against 
Frenchmen in Alsace and Lorraine, and the 
critical relations of the French Republic with 
the German Empire add importance to this 
really separatist vote.’’ 

The News, while admitting that the result 
will be a positive victory for the Government, 
points to the practical defeat ofthe efforts of 
the Pope, saying: ‘*The Pope is finding out in 
Germany, as he has found out in Ireland, that 
politicians who happen to be Catholics, or 
represent Catholic voters, do not recognize 
the infallibility of the Church or the Sovereign 
Pontiff in secular affairs. That Rome would 
have put down the National League, if it 
could, there is little reason to doubt. On the 
other hand, Mr. De Lisle, an English Catholic 
member of Parliament, would like to see the 
Archbishops of Dublin and Cashel in the dock 
at the Old Bailey. The political power of the 
church has disappeared, and it is not likely in 
this generation, if ever, to raise its head 


again.’’

THE BOWMAN MURDER. 


Another East St. Louis Policeman Ar- 
rested for the Crime To-Day. 


The Preliminary Examination of Pelice- 
man Voice at Belleville. 


A Large Crowd in Attendance at the Hear- 


Suspect, Asserts His Innecence and De- 
clares He Can Prove an Alibi—Scenes at 
Belleville this Afternoon—The Hearing 
to Continue Several Days—Sensational 
Developments Promised. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
BELLEVILLE, [ll., February 23.—Interest in 
the preliminary examination of George Voice, 
x the East 8st. Louis 
policeman, and the 
alleged assassin of 
ex-Mayor John B. 
Bowman of East St. 
Louis,has not abated 
notwithstanding 
the week’s delay, and 
the morning traing 
from East St. Louis 
brought in about two 
hundred people anx- 
, ious to bein attend- 
George W. Voice. ance at the hearing. 
Owing to the immense crowd eager to hear the 
evidence, the idea of holding the examination 
in Justice Challenor’s office was abandoned. 
Asthe Circuit Court was In session, it was 
thought that the examination would have to 
be held either in the City Park Theater or in 
Liederkranz Hall, but an arrangement was 
finally entered into by Justice Challenor and 
Judge Canby, that the latterdispose of the 
business which could not be postponed and 
then adjourn court until to-morrow, so that 
the examination could be held in the Circuit 
Court room. 

Mrs. John B. Bowman, John and Edward 
Steiner, the murdered man’s nephews, Kitty 
Smith, aservantin the Bowman hotsehold, 
and Mrs. Harper, who were all subpeenaed by 
the defense failed to come up on the morning 
trains and their failue to put in an appearance 
occasioned considerable comment. 

MR. ALEX FLANNIGEN,

I do not 
know what corroborative evidence the prose- 
cution has in support of Schmidt and Banks’

A SENSATIONAL ARREST. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock this afternoon, the 
hour to which the preliminary examination of 
Voice had been postponed, another sensation 
was added to the case by the arrest of Police 
Officer Patrick O’Neil of East St. Louis ona 
charge of having assisted Voice in the mur- 
der. The arrest was made quietiy and was a 
complete surprise. Officer O’Neil came up on 
the morning train from East st. Louis for 
the purpose of getting State’s Attorney Holder 
to make application to Gov. Oglesby for a re- 
guisition for a man in Missouri whom he 
wished to bring back to this State to answera 
charge in East St. Louis. The train arrived at 
12 o’clock and O’Neil proceeded without delay 
to the Court-house. While he was standing 
near the Court-house steps conversing with a 


POSYr-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Frank Bow- 
man and Supervisor Timlin came 
up and joined in the conversation 


which was about the Voice case. O'Neil 
stated that he knew Schmidt, one of the prin- 
cipal witnesses against Voice, wasa hard case,

his bad character, that the witness’ 
was as bad as Schmidt’s was. Mr. 


Bowman then left, and it issupposed must 
have gone immediately to Squire Challenor’s 
office for abeut ten minutes afterward Sheriff 
Ragland came up and placing his hand on 
O’Nelil’s shoulder told him he wished to see 
him in his office a minute. O’Neil accom- 
panied him, and when the two entered the 
office the Sheriff informed O’Neil that he was 
his prisoner and read to him a warrant 
charging him with the murder of ex-Mayor 
John B. Bowman. It was not until nearlya 
haif hour afterward that it was learned what 


had occurred,

had not been transferred to the jail, and the 
request of the Sheriff to be allowed to in- 
terview him was granted. The prisoner was 
seated smoking acigar. He is about 40 years 
of age and talland well built. He does not 
wear a policeman’s uniform, being employed 
on the East St. Louis police force for special 
duty. ‘‘My arrest was the greatest surprise 
of my life,’’ he said, ‘‘being conscious of my 
innocence of having any connection whatever 
in the assassination of Bowman. I never had 
the least idea that I was even suspected of 
having anything to do with it,’’ 

‘*Were you on the police force at the time 
the murder was committed?’’ 

**No, 1 was employed as a watchman for the 
packing- house atthe stock yards. The night 
of the murder, I remember well that Thasher, 
the telephone operator at the East 8st. Louis 
Exchange, telephoned us the information that 
Bowman was killed and that was the first’

Mr. Dingley of Maine presented memorials 
of the ne Legisiature in favor of legislation 
to protect American fisheries, and for the 
passage of pleuro-pneumonia biil, 

Mr. Belmont of New York, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, reported the House 
substitute bill for the Senate Retaliation bill, 
anc, under the special order, asked for its 
immediate consideration. 

Mr. Rice of Massachusetts raised 
of order that the substitute must be referred 
to the committee of the whole, on the ground 
that it affected the revenue. 

The Speaker overruled the point of order, 
piting that there was nothing on the face of 
the bill which showed that it would either in- 
crease Or reduce the revenue. 

In the course of a brief discussion as to the 
limitation of debate, Mr. Rice referred to the 
substitute as the Belmont Dill, a distinction 
which Mr. Belmont disclaimed, stating that it 
was the committee bill, and that it had the ap- 

roval of those who were best qualified to 
udge of our relations with other Govern: 
ments. It was finally determined that debate 
should be limited to three hours. 

Mr. Belmont opened the debate by dwelling 
upon the importance of the subject upon 
which the House was nowaskedtoact. The 
question of the fisheries was one that had en- 
gaged the attention of the Government from 
its foundation, and though from time to time 
temporary arrangements had settled it, it had 
not reached a point when it again demanded 
the serious consideration of the country. It 
was nota mere commercial question, simply 
affecting restriction on American fishermen; 
the important question was whether the United 
States was willing to acquiesce in a repeated 
violation ofa treaty. He oriefly sketched the 
course of the Canadian legislation and com- 
mented upon it in the light of the ooreeees 
ence recently published een Great Britain 
and the United States. Soon after the adjourn- 
ment of Congress the ing season would 
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as to the advisability of giving this power, 
but the bill, as it came from the Senate, was 
open tocertain objections. It provided in one 
section that the President should issue his 
proclamation in case he was satisfied that our 
vessels were denied rights granted to the 
most favored nations. We had no treaty with 
Great Britain containing any favored nation 
clause, nor did we intend to put ourselves 
on the same footing as any other nation, 
since, under the treaty of peace, we had cer- 
tain rights in the deep-sea fisheries which no 
other nation except Great Britain herself 
possessed. It was but fair to the Executive, 
when Congress placed upon him avery great 
responsibility, that it should be conferred in 
distinc terms. 

This he did not think the Senate bill did, and 
he, therefore, favored the adoption of the 
substitute. 

Mr. Rice said that there should be no party 
in a question of this importance—a auestion 
which affected the entire nation. When he 
had alluded to the ‘‘Belmont’’ bill, he had 
done so inadvertently, being misled by the 
fact that the report made to the House did 
not purport to be the report of the Com- 


mittee on Foreign Affairs, but the re- 
port of Mr. Belmont. The Senate bill was 
not a party bill, but kad been passed 


after careful consideration and able discus- 
sion, by the votes of Senators on both sides of 
the chamber. Something must be done to 
protect our national honor. During the past 
year 100 of our vessels had been subjected to 
search, and some of them to seizure, by Cana- 
dian authorities, for touching at Canadian 
ports for purposes of trade. ft was a very 
vital question to American honor, whether any 
Canadian ofticer possessed such a right of 
search and _ seizure. A vessel named 
‘*Grover Cleveland’’ bad been stopped, anda 
vessel named T. F. Bavard had been warned 
off as a suspicious character. It was im- 
portantthat there shoyld be power some- 
where to protect American honor when atf- 
fected in so vitala point as this. The Senate 
bill provided an effective remedy. If Great 
Britain shutjour vessels out we would shutout 
her fish. If sheshutthe door in our face we 
would say ‘‘Not at home’’ when she sent up 
her card to us. 

The substitute bill suggested a violation of 
our treaty obligations with Great Britain, 
which, to his mind, was absolutely unneces- 
sary, and not only unnecessary Dut im- 
politic. The Senate bill covered promptly 
and effectively every necessity of the 
case. Wedidnot want any war with Great 
Britain. This gasconading talk about war 
with Great Britain was nonsense. We could 
not afford to go to war Great Britain. 

Mr. Millien of Maine: Suppose she should 
go toward us? 

Mr. Rice replied that we would undoubtedly 
whip her in the end, but that there was no 
necessityfor war. One year of exclusion of 
Canadian fish would bring to an end all the 
injuries and outrages which were being per- 
petrated upon our fishermen. 

Mr. Clements of Georgia stated that the 
substitute was a committee measure and ma- 
terially differed fromthe Belmont bill, and 
he regretted that in the discussion of so 
grave a question as was now pending, 
the yentleman from Massachusetts (Mr. Rice), 
should seek to give it a partisan tinge. 


| The trouble with Canada had originated in 


what had been calied ‘‘a mere skirmish about 
fish;’’ butit had assumed larger proportions 
than a skirmish. The American flag had 
been hauled dow and 150 American 
vessels had been sel&rched or warned off, 
and the honor of the Government was in- 
volved. He contended that the remedy was 
better provided in the substitute than in the 
Senate bill, and he criticised the latter meas- 


ure for claiming only the same 
rights for our fishermen that were 
accorded to the subjects of the 


most favored nations. The substitute was 
better framed in this respect. Another differ- 
ence between the two measures was that 
the House  Dbiil authorized the Presi- 
dent to stop the coming of locomo- 
tives and cars into the United States. 
gentlemen from the Northwest should not 
complain of this provision. It was nota New 
England question. He hoped that tne 
President would not be regnired to exer- 
cise any part of the power conferred 
upon him; but when it was proposed to deal 
with the question on the basis of non-inter- 
course, the Government ought not to stop 
with the mere prohibition of the incoming of 
Canadian fish. 

The House passed, with but one dissentidg 
vote, the Senate fisheries retalliation bill, 
amended by the adoption of the substitute re- 
ported from the Committee on Foreign Affairs.

WORKING LIKE BEAVERS 


THE FRIENDS OF THE MILITIA BILL TRY- 
ING TO SECURE ITS PASSAGE. 


Curran’s Bill to Repeal the 100-Yard Law— 
The Macklin-O’Brien Contest—Senator 
McGinnis’ Bill Repealing the Poplar 
street Track Privileges Indefinitely Post- 
poned—Lively Debate on the Railroad 
Bill — Proceedings of the Missouri 
Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Crty, Mo., February 23.—At 2 
o’clock this afternoon the House considered 
the militia bill, which had been made the 
special order forengrossment at that hour, 
The friends of the measure, on the floor, as- 
sisted by Maj. Comfort, Capts. Cavender and 
Goode, Adjutant-General Jamison and an able 
lobby, are working industriously in its favor. 
Gov. Marmaduke and his personal and political 
friends are also numbered among those who 
desire the adoption of a good militia law, and 
should the bill fail of passage it certainly will 
not be for want of support from the State ad- 
ministration. Mr. Harry Shaw of Ste. Genevieve, 
Chairman of the House Militia Committee, said 
this morning: ‘‘lam hopeful of success this 
afternoon on a motion to engross the militia 
bill, and I honestly believe that, should the 
House engrosa it, it will also finally pass the 
measure. We have no amendments of any 
importance to offer, and will make an effort to 
push the bill through justasitis. An attempt 
may be made by the enemies of the militia to 
cut down the $50,000 appropriation, but I don’t 
think it will succeed. A militia bill without 
that appropriation would be practically use- 
less, and we would rather not have it. 

REPEALING THE 100-YARD LAW. 

Representative Curran of St. Louis this 


morning introduced inthe House a bill relat- 
ing to crimes and criminal procedure and re- 
pealing what is generally known asthe ‘‘100- 
yard law’’ adopted atthe last session of the 
State Legislature. The measure makes a 
clean sweep of the provisions of the statute 
prohibiting the location of an assignation or 
bawdy house within 100 yards of any church or 
public building or institution, and enacts 
nothing in their place, leaving the law regu- 


lating such houses the same as 
previous to the passage of the 100- 
yard law. 


THE MACKLIN-O’BRIEN CASE. 

The Speaker this morning presented to the 
House the returns in the Macklin-O’ Brien con- 
test, made to him by the Reeorder of Voters of 
St. Louis. The resuit of the recount of the 
vote in the 54th and 122d precincts, which was 
supposed to be in doubt was Macklin 238, 
O’Brien 229; Macklin’s majority, 9. In view of 
the return it is highly probabie that the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections will report 
in Macklin’s favor aad that ne will not be dis- 
turbed in the possession of his seat. 

THE SENATE, 

Senator McGinnis’ bill repealing the law of 
1864 granting the Poplar street track privi- 
leges, Which had been laid over at a previous 
sitting of the Senate, was called up by 
the author this morning, who in doing 
so said: ‘‘The object of the bill 
was to repeal the law by which the control of 
the track rested with the State and give entire 
control to the City of St. Louis, so thatthe 
question of the right of the use of the track 
might be disposed of by the VUity Municipal 
Assembly. Should the bill pass it would 
place alliof the responsibility of the manage- 
inentof the track with the city of 8t. Louis. 
Now the city does not appear to be desirous 
of assuming that responsibility, and I move 
the indefinite postponement of further con- 
sideration of the measure.’’ A vote wae 
taken and the motion prevailed. Tothe Post» 
DISPATCH correspondent, Senator McGinnis 
said that he had laid the matter before Mayor 
Francis, but as the Mayor seemed to entertain 
no opinion upon the subject, either one way 
or the other, and could see no special advan- 
tages to the city in the bill, he had concluded 
to abandon it. 

The Senate Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments this morning reported favorably the 
House bill relating to railroads and prohibit- 
ing the acceptance of free passes or reduced- 
rate tickets by State officials and Members of 
the Legislature. 

A motion to engross the bili, with the 
emergency clause, was opposed by Senator 
McGinnis of 8t. Louis. He said that the House 
had first passed the measure, and then, con- 
trary to all precedent, had sent a message to 
the Senate in the form of a resolution asking 
the Senate to adopt an a ged clause.

THE MILITIA QUESTION. 

We commend to the careful considera- 
tion of the Republicans of the Missouri 
Legislature the following remonstrance 
of the New York Tribune against their 
blundering action on the militia bill: 

The sentiment of hostility to the militia is 
incompatibie with loyalty to the republican 
system of government. Already, owing to the 
demagogy of some officials here and there, 
capital has been driven to the hire of mer- 
cenaries for its defense. The conséquences 
involved in legislative action leading to the 
disbandment of the militia go to the very roots 
ofthe whole existing fabric of society. Itis 
not to be supposed that property-owners will 
cease to defend what they possess because the 
State refuses to perform its duty to them. 
They will assuredly make no such surrender 
of their rights. But they will be compelled in 
such a case, if they do not choose to withdraw 
altogether, or if withdrawal is impracticable, 
to organize forces for their own protection; 
and this means reversion to private war and 
the loose and insecure social system of the 
Middle Ages. Itis upon this dangerous path 
that the Legisiature of Missouri appears to 
have entered. 

But we feel authorized to deny the as- 


sumption of the Tribune in the same article 
that the vote against the militia bill was 
‘San expression of enmity to all methods 
whereby law and order are preserved.”’ 
It was, on the contrary, the expression of 
a profound belief that the people of Mis- 
souri are too law-abiding, too free from 
any disorderly elements, to need a militia 
establishment. Instead of resentfully vot- 
ing to destroy ‘‘regiments which did such 
‘‘important service during the great 
‘‘strikes,’’ as the Tribune supposes, and 
taking ‘“‘the wholly untenable position 
‘‘that there ought to be no State inter- 
‘‘ference with any violence or outrage 
‘*nerpetrated during labor strikes, ”’ the 
Missouri Legislature was simply misled by 
the fact that peace had been maintained 
and the laws enforced? promptly and 
bloodlessly in this State without the aid of 
militia, during labor strikes; when similar 
strikes were far more protracted and 
bloody and had to be suppressed by mili- 
tary force in the Republican States of I1li- 
nois and Wisconsin. 

In fact the mistake of our Legislature 
was in not considering the moral effect of 
having an adequate militia force in re- 
serve behind the ordinary police force, 
and in jumping rashly to the conclusion 
that society is far safer from outbreaks of 
turbulence in Missouri than in any of her 
sister States. This is the position from 
which the Legislature is asked to recede, 
so as not to strip Missouri of the security 
of a militia because |:-r authorities have 
on some occasions manifested their tact 
and good sense by quieting serious dis- 
turbances before resorting to military 
force.

THE WATER QUESTION, 

The quality of the water furnished to 
the people of St. Louis is getting to be a 
serious matter. It is almost impossible to 
exaggerate the loss and damage inflicted 
on the city by the failure of the settling 
reservoirs to do their work, and the need 
of additional facilities is urgently im- 
pressed on us ‘by the situation. 

The people who live in St. Louis and 
who have to take what they can get are 
patient and good-natured. They look 
upon a few weeks of muddy water as 
merely an incident in a long series of 
illustrations of municipal muisgovern- 
ment; but strangers in the city do not 
take the same easy-going view of things. 
The water needed for drinking purposes 
can be filtered, but the water used for 
personal ablutions comes reeking from 
the faucets in a brown, grimy, repulsive 
stream which no one wants to touch. it 
is unfit for its purpose, and its unpleasant 
aspects are enough to prejudice all visitors 
to St. Louis against the whole city. 

If the nuisance were the result of any 
accident, or if it were merely temporary 
in its nature, the harm it does might be 
borne. Butit has already lasted too long, 
we do not know when it will come to an 
end. We have no guarantee against its 
recurrence. Anabundant supply of clean 
and wholesome water is one of the essen- 
tials of a modern city, and the city that is 
able to collect a million dollars every year 
to pave a few blocks with granite is surely 
able to pay the cost of a settling reservoir 
that will permanently relievg us from the 
evils we now endure.

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MUSIC AND WORK. 

Congressman O'NEILL, in his capacity asa

It has been decided that the pictures and

The mouth- piece is sus- 
pended from the wire and has a small handle 
about one footin length by which she holds 
on while she fixes the leather piece in her 
mouth before her descent. Holding to the 
handle, Mile.

aboard. Trouble with rioters then arose and 


the Sheriff's posse fired a volley at them. 
Trowbridge was shot in the back, it is sup- 
posed, by one of the Sheriff’s posse. The 
wound proved ayery bad one and the young 
man grew weaker day by day until he waste 
away toamere skeleton. He was sent here 
for medical attention and died as stated. He 
will be buried here, and his mother and 
father, who are now here, will return to their 
bomne in Texas. It is said that the railroad 
company has agreed to pay them $10,000 and 
to pay all costs of the young man’s illness, on 
condition that no damage suit is brought.

ployed, and endeavor to remain in its employ 
as long as possible; that I will inform the Pres- 
ident of all information that may be of interest 
and necessary to defend our holy cause, and 
I do turther promise that when I receive in- 
structions from the proper officials to quit 
work I will immediately quit, regardless of 
consequence, and remain idle until I am 
ordered to return, and I will prevent with all 
the power at my command the taking of my 
place or that of any brother member bya 
scab. To all of which I agree.’ 

‘*Now place or cross both your hands over 
your breast. Now you can sit with hands 
over your breast.’’ 

‘‘Itis now necessary,’’ said the President, 
‘‘that you should know the secret work of our 
organization. To begin with, the name of the 
union is Victory Association. Under that 
name we transact our outside business. Out 
secret name is the Messenger Brotherhood of 
North America. We are entirely independent 
of the Knights of Labor. Afterto-day any- 
one who wante to join will have to remain in 
the waiting-room until he is admitted. 
Promptly at8 o’clock on meeting nights the 
door will be locked and no one allowed to 
enter unless he knows how togetin, If you 
come late and want to get in you will see this 
paper stuck up on the outside:’’

LABOR ORGANIZATION, 


A Letter From Mayor Hewitt Which Was 
Quietly Suppressed. 


NEw York, February 23.—The following let- 
‘ter from Mayor Hewitt was to have been 
read at the New York Southern Society’s ban- 
quet last night: 

‘*There was but one exception in the Consti- 
tution, as originally framed, to the guarantee 
of personal liberty to every citizen, and the 
result on the fortunes of the North and South 
was most marked and is now apparent to 
eyery student of politics. Where labor ig free 
and the titizen may dispose of his time and 
effort as he sees fit, progress, even where 
natural resources are few, is inevitable, 

**The resources of the South in coal and iron 
and the other useful metals were perfectly 
well known before the civil war. I called at- 
tention to them as early as 1356, and predicted 
then the development which is now going on 
almost miraculous in its extent and rapidity. I 
suppose the demonstration is complete, even 
to every Southern man, that the liberty of the 
citizen is essential to the prosperity of so- 
ciety. 


‘*‘And yet, while this demonstration has been 
gOing on for years inthe South, a retrograde 
movement has been inaugurated in the North 
looking to the enslavement of the citizen and 
the destruction of ail rights of free action, ex- 


cept so far as it may be exercised in the choice | 


of Cakes manger agentsto whom a secret or- 
ganization sees fit to intrust power. i” 
POWER OF THE SECRET ORGANIZATION. 
‘*Within the last few weeks we have seen large 
bodies of men confessing that they had no 
grievances, deliberately quit work on the 
order ofa secret tribunal whose power they 
dared not call in question, of whom every 
man stood in dread. Itisincredible that in 
the North, where the fruits of free govern- 
ment and of the personal right of each man to 
employ himself according to his own will, 
have been so conspicuously demonstrated by 
the growth of a hundred years, any 
man would be. willing to sacrifice his 
personal independence and yield it to igno- 
rant, selfish and unscrupulous leaders, using 
this power only for their personal advantage. 
Indeed, such tyranny would never have been 
ossible but for the ingenious and dangerous 
eresy, which made it possible for men to re- 
fuse to work with other men who have not 


seen fit to join these secret or- 
ganizations. Society never contemplates 
that this power would be exer- 
cised so as to practically reduce any 


portion of the workmen of the land to'the con- 
dition of not being able to get work upon any 
terms whatever, except compulsory member- 
ship with organizations governed by a secret 
and irresponsible tribunal. When men who 
are seeking work find thatthere is only one 
condition upon which they can get it, they 
must surrender their private views and their 
personal independence to the necessities of 
the case. The sacrifice having been made, the 
power ofthe leaders becomes absolute. We 
all sympathize with the workingmen of the 
country andare glad that the wages of labor 
are 
STEADILY ON THE INCREASE. 

We rejoice that capital has so increased that 
itdaily becomes cheaper to those who are 
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compelled to borrow it, because labor profits 
when the cost of capital is reduced. But the 
benefit which would thus, under natural laws, 
accrue to the great mass of the people is

largely, if not entirely, neutralized by the 
losses of compulsory strikes and enforced | 


idleness. No one would interfere | 
with the right of free association on 
the part of any class of our 
citizens. On thecontrary such associations 


areto be encouraged upto the point where 
they undertake todeprive the citizen of his 
personal liberty. Atthis point not only the 
Constitution of the country is attacked, but its 
progress in weaith will be checked and all in- 
centives to special effort in order to achieve 
the larger rewards dueto skilland genius 
will be arrested. Hence you of the 
South and we of the North must 
take a firm and decided position, that under 
no circumstances will we permit the labor of 
the citizen to be enslaved,and that if additional 
legislation is required to meet this new and 
pernicious movement which would relegate 
the North to the condition in which the South 
was before the war in regard to its labor, no 
time should be lost in securing its enactment. 
There is no doubt that a revision of the laws 
relating to employment is necessary, and, 
while 1 have abundant fai‘h in the good sense 
of our people, and in the utter failure of class 
movements, which are at war with the funda- 
mental principles of the Constitution, my ex- 
perience has taught me that the safeguard of 
the law is absolutely essential for the security 
of society, and that the enforcement of tne 
law is the best guarantee of the stability of 
industry and the equitable distribution of 
w@alth.

CHINESE LABOR ORGAN IZATION, 


Celestials in New York Preparing to Strike 
All Samee Melican Man.’’ 


Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
Paow York, February 23.—The advertisement 


of Chong Fock, published yesterday, has 
brought to light a number of facts concerning 
the local Chinese which were not thitherto 
known. Chong Fock, to a reporter yester- 
day, explained his advertisement and then his 
business, both being essentially Chinese in 
method and character. Under the most aml- 
cable circumstances Chong Fock has purchased 
the business and good-will of Ing Yee Gogue 


Water street. His first proceeding was 
to mpubileh the statement that he would 
not. be responsible for Ing Yee Gogue’s 
debts. It will now be in order ac- 
cording to the Chinese custom, for Ing Yee 
Gogue to say something horrible about Chong 
Fock’s business—the keeping of a oases: 
house for a Chinese counterpart of the Knights 
of Labor. It appears that there are between 
400 and 500 Chinese sailing out of this port as 
cooks and stewards and they have formed an 
organization which is typified by a row of hen 
tracks quite imposing to look at. They have 
officers and organizations entirely indepen- 
dent of the Six Companies. It was developed 
that the dominion of the Six Companies, which 
controls all the Chinese in California, does not 
extend to New York. The boarding-house 
consists of a substantial three-story ee 
the two upper floors being devoted to bed- 
rooms and the first or main floor, to eating, 
opium smoking and religious worship. The 
price charged is only $3.50 per week, so that 
the birds’ nestsoup, puppy dogs and other 
luxuries known to the celestial epicures of 
the West are not furnished. In the kitchen 
there is a fine cooking stove, pantries for some 
picturesque china, and various utensils of the 
Americo-Chimese cuisine. Inthe next room, 
sacred to opium couches, a fatsailor boy was 
recumbent in deep slumber, dreaming as hard 
of the realms of flowers as 65 cents worth of 
the syrupy narcotic could make him. A new 
wrinkle in opium smoking was here apparent. 
On the little lamp at which the boy had lighted 
his pipe hung two horrible looking 
beetles, one of red and white 
enamel, the other blue and black and each 
about aninchin length. They had huge star- 
ing eyes, and it appeared thatina dark room, 
when the lamp was lighted, the smoker shaded 
the lamp by putting the lid in front of it, and 
the light shone through those transparent 
eyes into his with a most grotesque effect. To 
an American the sight would produce twin 
nightmares rather than sensuous imagina- 
tions, but as the Chinese do everything back- 
ward, itis probable thet their dreams are no 
exceptions to the rule. The meeting hall or 
religious room has the usual furniture, includ- 
ing the altar on the eastern side, in which is 
a picture of Col. ‘‘Larry’’ Jerome in Chinese 
costume, with asweet spirit of good peeping 


over his right shoulder, and the most 
diabolical kind of an Italian basso 
rofundo on his left. The reporter

A Chinese strike, when it 
comes, will not be altogether melancholy. 
They are a one-idea kind of people and once 
started they would keepon striking, though 
allthe goid of Newark, N. J., were laid at 
their feet.

ELY GOT THERE. 


WINNERS IN THE SWEEPSTAKES TOURNA- 
MENT OF THE MIDDLESEX GUN CLUB. 


“Parson” Davies Chats About Knifton, 
Smith and Sullivan—Anson and the 
Chicagos — The Hundred-Yard Record 
Said to be Broken—Sporting Notes and 
News. 


New Yorx, February 23.—Expert wing shots 
from a wide range of country gathered at 
Dunelin yesterday to see the great sweep- 
stakes, open to the world, shot for at the 
tournament of the Middiesex Gun Club. The 
conditions were: Fifty pigeons each, under 
Hurlingham rules, except as to gauges and 
weight ot guns. Entrance was $112.50, includ- 
ing the price of birds. Fifteen men entered. 
This made $1,500 to be divided among the 
winners on the basis of 40, 30, 20 and 10 per eent. 
Graham, the English champion; Budd, whom 
Western men believe can beat the Englishman ; 
Stark and Stice, old-time rivals at the trap; 
Frank Kleinz and Jack Brewer, Philadeiphia’s 
crack shots; Wadsworth of Illinois and Davis 
of Ohio were all in the hunt. But the man 
whe surprised the sports and delighted the 
crowd was Thomas J. Ely, from Luzerne 
County, Pennsylvania. He is comparatively a 
newman. Somebody wrote to the boys to 
look out for Ely. Ely looked out for himself. 
He did the neatest and most skillful shooting 
of the day, leading Graham, Budd and all the 
other champions except Stice, with whom he 
divided first money, each having killed forty- 
eight out oftheir fifty birds. Ely made the 
best straight score, killing niaeteen birds 
before he missed. He isa slim, farmer-like 
man of. about 35 years. It is said 
that when the partridge season arrives he 
begins shooting in Luzerne County, following 
the birds on through Virginia, bringing down 
an average of nineteen out of every twenty- 
five he shoots at. The birds yesterday were a 
fairly fast lot until the sun began. to lower, 
when they had to be pelted to make them rise. 
Ely used his second barrel ten times. Another 


interesting feature of the shoot was Stice’s 
gun. It wasa single-barrellied repeater, said 
to be one of six madeas an experiment. It 
was the only single-barreled gun on_ the 
grounds. Stice peppered most of his birds 
before they had risen three feetin theair. He 
killed all but four or five with the first charge. 
Budd and Graham did clean, sportsmanlike 
work. 

Following is the resuit ofthe shoot: Ely 
and Stice killed 48 vach, dividing first money, 
$600; Budd and Stark killed 46 each, dividing 
second money, $50; Graham, Brewer and 
Davis killed 43 each, dividing third money, 

300; Kieinz killed 42, winning fourth money, 

150; Stewart killed 41; White killed 40, missed 
6 and retired ; Willams kilied 37, 
missed 10 and retired; Wadsworth 
killed 35, missed 9 and retired; Wariug killed 
36; Sampson killed 25, missed 10 and retired, 
and Maddock killed 20, missed 16 and retired. 
After the shoot, Mr. Morgan of Chicago de- 
posited $300 with Mr. Von Lengerke, as forfeit, 
to match Budd against Graham for three 
matches for $500 a side, ut 100 birds—one match 
to be shot at Newark, one at Middlesex, N. J., 
and the third in Chicago.

According to latest advices Harry Hutchins 
is having a very checkered career in Australia. 
He ran a series of races with Malone and de- 
feated him. The contest over 250 yards was a 
splendid struggle, and it eventuated in a vic- 
tory for the Englishman, who ran the distance 
in 25 seconds. This now becomesthe best 
record in the world,supplanting the 26 seconds 
made by L. E. Myers in New York on June 3, 


1882. Hutchins does not appear to have fared 
so wellin his match with Clark, the antipo- 
dean sprinter, who won two out of the three 
races that they contested. Their first meet- 
ing was over 100 yards, andthe tussle ended 
in a dead heat, which was wonin 9% seconds, 
which, if correct, will form the best per- 
formance of this distance, supplanting the 
9 4-5 seconds made by H. M. Johnson at Cleve- 
land on the 3lst of July, 1886. In running off 
the dead heat, Clark won by a yard in 10 
seconds, which shows that the Australian 
not only a fleet runner, but can 

The second race between Clark 
Hutchins was over 130 = yards, 
and this time Hutchins won by 18 inches in 
24% seconds. This is not a phenomenal per- 
formance, and falls far behind the record of 
W. Johnson, who covered the distance in 
124% seconds at Fenham Park, England, onthe 
9th of February, 1867. H. M. Johnson, the 
American champion, hasrun the distance in 
124 seconds. 

In one ofthe Sheffield handicaps Hutchins 
is credited with running 131% yardsin 12% 
seconds,which is about seven yards better than 
the form he showed in Australia. The third 
and deciding race between the Australian and 
the Englishman was overnfty yards. Clark 
won this contest by a yard, which distance he 
is saidto have gained atthe start. The time 
given for the race is 54% seconds, which is 
really slow when compared with some of the 
records. H: M. Johnson has a record of 5% 
seconds for this distance. It was made in 
New York on November 22, 188t. L. E. Meyers 
ran fifty yards in 542 seconds in the same city, 
December 12, 1834.

Putting the Coronet and Dauntless in Trim 
for the Big Event.

NEW YORK, February 23.—Mr. Bush’s 
schooner yacht Coronet, which is to race with 
Mr. Colt’s Dauntless across the Atlantic for 
$10,000, is tied along the long dock at Poillon’s 
ship-yards, South Brooklyn, waiting to goto 
the dry dock.
